AN ACT to amend section 331.01 of the statutes, relating to the
survival of actions for wrongful death.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and
assembly, do enact as follows:

Section 1. Section 331.01 of the statutes is amended to read:
33101 In addition to the actions which survive at common law the
following shall also survive: Actions for the recovery of personal
property or the unlawf{ul withholding or conversion thereof, for
the recovery of the possession of real estate and for the unlawful
withholding of the possession thereof, for assault and battery,
false imprisonment or other damage to the person, for all damage
done to the property rights or interests of another, for goods taken
and arried away, for damages done to real or personal estate,
equitable actions to set aside conveyances of real estate, to compel
a Ieconveyance thereof, or to quiet the title thereto, and for a spe-
cific performance of contracts relating to real estate; provided this
act shall have no application to pending litigation. Actions for
“rongful death shall survive the death of the wrongdoer.
